If we conduct the nation wisely, 
our increased consumption of agri- 
cultural products in ten years 
should be much er than is ever 
indicated by the 15, ,000 increase 
in population. 

“On the side of production, our 
easily accessible and cultivable 
lands are now for the first time, 
pretty generally under cultivation. 
Any further production must come 
from the marginal lands and by 
more intensive cultivation. This 
c not be induced without «a 
further margin of profit to the 
existing farmer. 

“Our present margin of exports 
is co erably less than 10 per 
cent of our total agricultural prod- 
ucts. There are many products of 
which we export nothing and in 
the extreme case af wheat, we 
range as high as 25 per cent and 
cotton as much as 50 per cent. 

“The export margin of these 
groups combined occupies but «@ 
minor amount of our cultivatable 
land. On the other hand, we are 
large importers of foodstuffs, a 
large majority of which we could 
ourselves produce. And, by such 
production we would be convert- 
ing the land now given to export 
production into domestic produc- 
tion and in this way also tend to 
free ourselves from dependence on 
export market.

Constantinople Losing Population 
and Trade; Harbor Deserted

According to Les Temps, Con- 
stantinople is a dying city. Its 
formerly busy harbor is deserted, 


banks will loan money only on 
exorbitant terms, big business 
houses are liquidating their at- 
fairs and closing their doors. For- 
eigners are leaving en masse or 
—as in case of the Greeks and 
Armenianse—are being expelled by 
the authorities; and even part of 
the Mussulman population is mi- 
grating to Anatolia in the hope 
of bettering its condition. 
Constantinople suffered severe- 
ly during the succession of wars 
that began with the Balkan con- 
flict in 1912 and only ended with 
the defeat of the Greeks last 
year. A series of conflagrations, the 
ravages of which could not be 
repaired in the prevailing unset- 
tlement, has swept away more 
than one-fifth of the city. Rev- 
olution and civil war have prac- 
tically extinguished the Black Sea 


trade; and Constantinople, like 
Vienna, is suffering from the 
shrinkage of the territories of 
which it formerly was the dom- 


mercial center. 

Last of all, the department of 
3000 Greeks and Armenians, like 
the expulsion of the Jews from 
Spain and the Hugenota from 
France, has prostrated important 
economic activities of the city. 
Meanwhile Constantinople’s 
als are profiting by the distress of 
their old competitor. Alexandria, 

rut, Piraeus and Soloniki are 
no longer simple satellites of the 
metropolis on the Bosporus, but 
are rapidly becoming independent 
trade centers. 

Notwithstanding this discourag- 
ing situation, however, correspond 
ents point out that the causes of 
the present depression are polit- 
ical and transitory. while fhe nat- 
ural advantage that has made 
Constantinople great—her strate-

The greatest gain came 
in exporta, these totaling 158.788 
tons as against 132,229 tons during 
the prévious quarter. 
largest export copper sales for 
any quarter since the war. 


EXPORTS GREATER 

Cf the export’copper during the 
last quarter, Germany took 25 per 
cent, France 11 per cent, England 
19 per cent and Italy 11 per cent. 
while during the entire year the 
percentage stood reapectively 22 
per cent, 21 per cent, 20 per cent 
and 12 per cent. Bince the ac- 
ceptance of the Dawes-Young 
reparations plan, Germany has 
been greatly increasing its takings 
of the red metal. 

Domestic consumption made a

HUNT MAN IN HARBOR DEATH 


Police Seek Suspect With Blackened Eyes Who 
Visited Scene of Timms Tragedy 


The mystery man, according to 
reports to police, got out of an au- 
tomobile at the foot of the em- 
bank ment where Tunmms's body was 
found about three hours after the 
body had been removed. 

“Has there been a killing?” he 
asked ‘a bystander. Then he got 
into the car, in which another man 
was seated, and was driven rapidly 
away. The number of the car was 
obtained and police expect to lo- 
cate both men within a short time. 

That this man may have been in 
a fight with Timms on the top of 
the cliff is indicated, police say, by 
marks of a fight on his face. It is 
a theory that the man may not 
have known Timms was as serious- 
ly hurt as he was and returned to 
the scene to find that he had been 
killed. 

The body of Timms, 25-year-old 
fermer ferryboat captain, 


family, was found lying at the foot 
of the twenty-foot cliff. The skull 
was fractured, the face was bat- 
tered, his clothing was bigodstained 
and stains of blood were found on 
the top of the embankment. 

An autopsy performed by Dr. 
Webb, assistant county autopsy 
surgeon, yesterday at Goodrich’s 
mortuary, San Pedro, showed that 
Timma’s skull had been fractured, 
but that the scalp had not been 
broken.

One possible clew in the mystery 
was abandoned /yecsterday when 
police questioned a man whose 
name was found on a promissory 
note for $170 teurd in Timmes's 
pocket. The man satisfied police 
the transaction was regular and 
that he had not seen Timms re- 
eently. 

Officers yesterday found Timms's 
vap that he was wearing when last 
seen alive, but which was missing 
when the body was found. It was 
Giscovered about ten yards from 
where the body was found.
